The  moot  importaait  mj..ttcr  is  the  appointment  to  the  Headship 
of  tho  Service,  recently  hold  by  hr  'V.  ?,  Caven.  as  you  are 

aware,  doctors  Fotherlngham,  Rudolf  and  Thistle  arc  all  anzloue 
to  secure  this  position,  and  thejr  all  hold  positions  on  our  Staff/ 

I  can  recognize  that  Dr  Potheringhara  has  claims  tliat  will  weigh 
with  a  great  many  of  the  Comnittoe,  and  I  should  not  liho  to  see 
him  passed  over  entirely.  At  tho  same  time  there  is  the  position 
of  Dr  Rudolf  to  bo  considered.  ’ton  are  avmre  that  ho  was  made 
Professor  of  Therapjeutics  some  yea.rs  ago  without  any  hospital 
appointment  connected  v/ith  the  p)osition.  Ko  has  consistently 
hold,  and  I  believe  with  Justice,  that  he  should  have  a  certain 
number  of  oases,  as  Professor  of  Therapeutics,  ¥vhich  he  could  de¬ 
finitely  call  his  own,  and  to  which  he  could  administer  the 
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treatinent  that  ho  fudges  to  oxompllfy  his  teaching  as  Professor  of 
Plierepeutics.  I  recognize  that  there  Is  a  difforence  of  opinion 
as  to  7/hothor  there  should  he  a  Professor  of  Therapeutics  in  the 
University,  hut  \jo  have  definitely  created  the  position,  and  vie 
should  give  our  xrofossor  a  clumce  to  do  the  work  of  the  position 
in  the  way  that  he  thinks  hest. 

Troiild  it  not  he  possihle,  now  that  there  Is  a  vacancy,  to 
r-.rranga  that  heth  hr  Potheringhai'?  and  hr  Hud  oil  should  he  connected 
\7ith  that  Jiervieo,  giving  hr  Hudolf  twenty-five  heds  for  liiraself, 
assigning  one  assistant  to  both  I-r  Fotheringham  and  I)r  ..aidolf,  hut 
making  it  nocessary  for  that  assistant  go  take  instructs  on s  as  to 
these  twenty-five  beds  Iron  Pr  Pudolf?  as  far  as  I  can  see  it 
would  cause  no  extra  expense  to  the  iioajpital.  The  Vi?ardB,  X  under¬ 
stand,  are  largo,  and  it  iriight  mean  better  service  in  this  ward, 
hr  other  Ingham  could  be  recognized  as  the  Head  of  the  forvloe, 
except  for  those  oases,  and  Pr  Hudolf  could  not  complain  that  he  is 
not  able  to  do  the  work  of  his  Chair  as  it  ought  to  ho  done.  It 
soeras  to  mo  that  it  v/ould  ho  easier  to  do  this  in  the  new  Service 
than  to  ask  Pr  'Jhamhers  to  sot  aside  a  part  of  his  ward  for 
Pr  Kudolf,  which  ho  has  hitherto,  as  you  are  aware,  never  been 
willing  to  do.

lily  dear  President  Falconer, 

Since  the  decision  some  years  ago 
of  the  Privy  Council^  that  the  contract  between  the  Toronto  Street 
Railway  Company  and  the  City  of  Toronto  did  not  provide  for  the 
City  demanding  Street  Railv/ay  extension  outside  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  Toronto  as  defined  when  the  contract  vi^as  made,  I  have 
believed  the  only  remedy  for  the  Street  Railway  situation  as  it 
affected  the  comfort  of  the  working  people  was  that  the  City  should 
acquire  the  property  by  purchase.  I  believe  that  if  this  view 
prevailed,  and  negotiations  were  entered  into  between  the  City 
and  the  Company,  that  the  final  determining  factor  should  not  be 
chiefly  one  of  price,  but  the  opportunity  to  give  service 
affecting  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  great  mass  of  working 
people  v/ho  are  compelled  to  use  this  means  of  transportation  to 
and  from  their  work. 

As  an  employer  of  labor,  I  have  known  the  difficulties 
that  workpeople  have  in  the  morning  in  reaching  the  factory  from 
their  homes,  and  in  the  evening  in  reaching  their  homes  from  the 
factory.  I  do  not  think  many  people  fully  realize  what  it  means 
for  farnilifes  to  be  up  and  about  at  half-past  five  each  morning  to 
enable  a  workman  to  get  his  breakfast  and  to  reach  his  work 
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several  miles  distant,,  nor  do  they  understand  that  the  same 
workman  does  not  reach  home  until  some  time  between  7  and  8 
o’clock  in  the  evening.  This  is  particularly  the  case  where 
a  man  is  desirous  of  having  a  little  place  of  his  own,  and  has 
gone  into  the  suburbs  where  land  is  cheaper. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  if  the  present  unfortunate 
conditions  are  to  be  teiminated  through  purchase,  and  a  successful 
transaction  consummated,  it  will  not  be  because  of  the  technical 
skill,  nor  because  of  the  capacity  to  trade  efficiently  by  the 
Commissioners,  but  by  the  display  of  that  type  of  good  sense  and 
wisdom  in  the  transaction  in  which  the  City  is  a  suitor  for  a 
favor  rather  than  being  in  the  position  of  bargaining  with  a 
seller  on  equal  terns. 

I  have  ventured  to  write  you  as  above,  because  I  believe 
you  are  eminently  qualified  to  bring  to  this  particular  problem 
the  qualities  necessary  to  its  solution.  Your  Commission  can 
procure  all  the  expert  advice  necessary^  but  no  amount  of  money 
will  buy  wisdom  and  good  sense,  both  of  which  qualities  you 
possess  in  an  eminent  degree.
